Action May Result in Po- 
litical Issue Next Year 
When Three Judges Seek 
Re-election. 


Four of the five judges of the Ful- 
ton superior court Thursday inform- 
ed Governor Talmadge that they felt 
they are without authority to submit 


additional nominations for the three 
places on the municipal court bench 
which are to become vacant January 
1 when the present terms of Chief 
Judge Luther Z. Rosser, and Judges 
R. L. Etheridge and Ralph McClel- 
land expire. The superior judges al- 
ready have nominated Judges Rosser, 
Etheridge and McClelland for reap- 
pointment. 

The communication of the superior 
judges was in answer to one they re- 
ceived Thursday from the governor in 
which he requested additional nomina- 
tions. 

The nominations of the three judges 
have been before the governor muvre 
than two months and until his com- 
munication to the superior judges 
Thursday it had been reliably report- 
ed that all three were tu be reappoint- 
ed despite a number of protests by 
county political leaders known to op- 
pose the group. 

Talmadge On Hunting Trip. 

Governor Talmadge was absent 
from the city Thursday having sent 
the letter to the-superior judges be- 
fore his departure on a hunting trip 
which will not bé ¢én@laded until Sat- 
urday morning when he is expected to 
return to the capitol. In the gover- 
nor’s absence it could not be learned 
just what would result from the new 
turn of the situation. 

Reached over the telephone at Sa- 
vannah ‘Thursday night. Governor 
Talmadge had “nothing to say” re- 
garding the matter. The governor 
said he would go into the entire sit- 
uation when he returns to Atlanta and 
in the meantime didn’t car to be quot- 
ed regarding any phase of it. 

Under the civil code, judges and 
other holders of public office in Geor- 
gia hold office until their successors 
are elected or appointed and qualify. 
It was pointed out that if the supe- 
rior judges maintain their present 
stand the three incumbents will con- 
tinue to hold office as qualification 
of their successors must include their 
being nominated by _ the ~ superior 
judges. 

In the event the governor should 
refuse to formally reappoint Judges 
Rosser, Etheridge and McClelland 
they would under the law continue to 
hold their offices at least through 
1934, it was said, and it may become 
an issue in next year’s campaign for 
three places on the superior court 
as the terms of Judge John D. Hum- 
phries, Judge Virlyn B. Moore and

The 1933 figure of $128,863.00 was 
the greatest for any year “since 1930 
when the depression was just getting 
under way,” the report said. 

Despite a decrease of 11 per cent 
in acreage from 1932, the total sum '/ 
the farmers realized was 92 per cent} 
above 1932 dne to “recent improve- | 
ment in prices and substantial in-.| 
crenses in production over last year 
for the main cash crops.” 

The state's chief cash erop, eotton 
and cottonseed, was worth $59,664.- 
(KM) or 46.3 per cent of the total, | 
the report said. There was a 30 per | 
cent increase in production upon 19) 
per cent less acreage than in 1932. 

The average yield per acre—247- 
pounds—was the greatest since 1914) 
and third highest in the history of 
the state, ‘due to good growing and. 
harvesting weather. |

SECRETS WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Most Washington secrets 

uSually are passed around in stage whispers sooner or 
later. The recent hurried meeting of federal reserve bank gov- 
ernors was one secret that was really kept. Those in the meeting 
would not even tell their best friends about it. 

The governors are known to have been summoned hastily. No 
one knew they were to meet until after their session opened. Gov- 
ernors from the far west were left out because they could not get 
here in time. 

After a general council meeting, the board itself held a private 
session at which the real business was transacted. At this session 
a resolution was drawn up and signed. Certain legal authorities 
were called in and consulted on the text of the resolution before 
it was signed. 

These facts carry certain definite implications. 


GUESSES The only legal question about which the federal re- 

serve would be resoluting at this time is the owner- 
ship of gold held by federal reserev banks. Their gold is, or was, 
the basis of our currency. If Mr. Roosevelt devalues to 50 cents he 
would seize half of this gold for the government. 

The reserve bankers have been murmuring behind their hands 
that this would be illegal. 

The obvious deduction is that the council wanted to protest 
against the legality of seizure of their gold; that it instructed the 
board to prepare such a resolution; that the board prepared it with 
legal help and presented it to President Roosevelt. . 

You can be reasonably sure that is what happened. 


HASTE? That does not mean the federal reserve people felt 
that Mr. Roosevelt would devalue right away, Their 
private information indicated that he would take no steps along 
that line for three months. His action today in calling in all gold 
may mean that the reserve bankers were wrong in their time guess. 
Other items discussed at the meeting were: (a) What about the 
small banks which cannot qualify for the deposit guarantee fund; 
(b) the influence on banking of direct government loans to in- 
dustry, and (c) how loans may be made to municipalities. 
It was these items rather than the resolution on gold owner- 
ship which caused all the haste in summoning the meeting.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The 


establishment of a monetary system 
and the determination of monetary 


| policies that will yjeld a dollar of 


reasonably stable purchasing power in 
| the future is an entirely different 


problem from that with which we 


_have been concerned in the examina- 
tion of monetary and business policies 
directed toward the immediate need of 
bringing about a trade recovery and 
|a rise in prices. Assuming that that 


happy state has now been reached, I 


shall in this article consider the 
permanent monetary § arrangements 
which it will then be desirable to 
establish. 


Broadly speaking, we need a mone- 
tary system under which the volume 
of credit and currency will increase 
'with growth in the volume of trade, 
but not increase so rapidly in periods 
of activity as to induce unhealthy ad- 
-vances or other undesirable develop- 
ments, 


| 


To Maintain Equilibrium. 

We also need a monetary system 
which will so function as to check 
wide departures from economic equili- 
brium between the various trading 
countries. 

These objectives cannot be obtained 
by monetary means alone, but we may 
reasonably expect that monetary ar- 
rangements shall be such as to exert a 
| powerful influence in attaining them. 
An improved international gold stand- 
ard, in my judgment, affords the 
greatest promise of reaching the de- 
sired objective. It would seem to be 
the obviously wise course to build 
the monetary system of the future 
upon the. foundation of existing knowl- 
edge and experience. Recognizing de- 
fects in the working of the gold stand- 
ard in the past, we should seek to 
overcome them by specific and defi- 
nite modifications of statutory limita- 
tions and better banking practices. 

Metallic Base Essential. 

The first requirement of a satisfac- 
tory monetary system is that there 
shall be a metallic base which will 
permit such expansion of credit and 
currency as shall correspond to growth 
in the future volume of trade. It is, 
of course, possible that the output of 
gold from the mines may prove in- 
adequate for the purpose. As mone- 
tary gold stocks are now ample, this 
is not a serious matter at the mo- 
ment, but it is a contingency that can 
be met during a long period of de- 
clining gold production by a_ very 
gradual reduction in statutory reserve 
requirements of the federal reserve 
banks and of central banks in other 
countries. | 

In order still further to insure an 
adequate metallic base for credit and 
currency some part of the reserves of 
central banks might well be con»posed 
of silver. How far it may be desirable 
ultimately to go in this direction can 
hardly be determined in advance. A 
comparatively small percentage would 
be sufficient to establish the practice 
—let us say 10 per cent. Such use of 
silver should also be accompanied by 
international arrangements designed to 
steady its price. 

Exaggeration. 

The advantage to be derived from 
a more stable price of silver has been 
somewhat exaggerated by many who 
favor action regarding this metal. It 
could have no direct bearing upon the 
trade or purchasing power of British 
India because British India for long 
has been upon a gold or sterling basis. 

From a currency point of view vari- 
ations in the price of silver are only 
significant in the case of China. It 
should be further borne in mind that 
any arrangement designed to increase 
the use of silver in central banks 
should include provisions designed to 
establish a stable value for silver not 
very far above its value at the time 
the arrangements were put into effect. 
A decidedly higher price for silver 
than now obtains would be unwelcome 
in China just as it would be unwel- 
come in most of the countries now on 
a paper basis to return to gold on the 
basis of a very considerable apprecia- 
tion of their currency. 


may be reasonably stable, as was the 
case between 1926 and 1929, and yet 
the economic situation be such as to 
require decided action if stability is to 
be maintained, 

It would have been early in 1928, 
by credit action, to have checked many 
of the unhealthy developments which 
brought on the depression—not merely 
speculation on the stock exchange, but 
also excessive foreign lending and over- 
expansion in urban and _ suburban 
building at high cost. This could have 
been done if the federal reserve banks 


at that time had advanced rates sharp- 


ly to whatever level was necessary to 
accomplish the desired end. 
Unfortunately business opinion and 
opinion in government’ circles were 
hostile to any action that might ex- 
ert an unfavorable influence on busi- 
ness activities. We shall never get 


that measure of economic stability that 


is possible through credit policy un- 
less the community is prepared to sup- 
port preventive measures and to en- 
dure some immediate discomfort for 
the sake of more permanent advan- 
tage. 

No monetary system can be devised 
which can function independently of 
the currency systems of other coun- 
tries. Our own experience with a 
changing gold price, it will be recall- 
ed, was entirely ineffective as long 
at it was limited to purchases of new 
gold in this country. 

Narrows Field. 

I do not contend that the inter- 
national gold standard, with the modi- 
fication which I have indicated, will 
either of itself or by some mechanical 
functioning yield the desired degree 
of stability. I do insist that it nar- 
rows the field within which intelli- 
gent management must be exercised. 
At times, though not always, it en- 
forces much needed but always unwel- 
come restraint. 

This unwillingness to adopt meas- 
ures of restraint, so natural to hu- 
man nature, was well illustrated in the 
period before the collapse in 1929. Un- 
happily we were in a situation in 
which the gold reserve of the federal 
reserve banks was so far above re- 
serve requirements that there was no 
impelling necessity to advance discount 
rates. t the same time the whole- 
sale commodity price index was not 
rising. These more or less generally 
accepted indications of the need of 
restraint being absent, no action was 
taken. 

The best devised monetary’ system 
will not of itself yield stability. In- 
telligent management will always be 
required, but it will be wise to nar- 
row to the greast possible extent the 
field within which management must 
be exercised. 

The entire burden of maintaining 
general economic stability cannot be 
placed upon central banking institu- 
tions alone. We must have greater 
foresight in the distribution of credit 
and capital, both by commercial banks 
and by investment banking agencies. 
In periods of business activity those 
economic activities that are particu- 
larly profitable have always been over- 
developed. That this has not heen 
perceived clearly in the past should not 
lead to the conclusion that it is hope- 
less to expect sufficient intelligence 
and insight in the banking commu- 
nity to meet more adequately similar 
situations in the future. 

Co-operation Needed. 

And finally, if we are to return 
to an international gold standard with 
any hope of immediately sa §sfactory 
results from its working, we must 
make certain that the various coun- 
tries return to gold at equilibrium 
rates. It is a primary advantage of 
the international gold standard, when 
it is working effectively, that it pre- 
vents wide departures from interna- 
tional economic equilibrium. 

If the various countries are not in 
equilibrium when they return to gold, 
we shall encounter the same problem 
of readjustment which proved intrac- 
table during the previous decade. For 
this reason I hold that it would be 
unwise to attempt immediate stabili- 
zation of the currencies of the coun- 
tries that are now on a paper basis. 
We need a period of trial and error 
during which these countries shall 
allow exchange rates to move freely, 
or at least only under such controls 
as will eliminate fluctuations. 

fter a period of one or more years, 
during which it has been found that 
exchange rates can be maintained 
without great difficulty and with evi- 
dence that international payments are 
resonably well balanced, it will be time 
enough to take the definite step of 
legal currency valuation. Practical 


NORTHERN STATES 


Six Lives Lost in Lake 
Michigan and Atlantic 
Ocean Tragedies. 


By The Associated Press. 
Tragedies accompanied bitter cold 
that had settled down Thursday in sec- 
tions of the northern states from 
Maine to Montana. 
Although a measure of relief came 
to the midwest there were plenty of 


frigid temperature reports, such as 42 
below zero at Bolsters Mills, Maine; 
40 below at Cook, Minn.; 30 below at 
Duluth, and 33 below at Pembina, 
North Dakota. 

Lake Superior claimed the lives of 
three workmen when a heavy snow 
plow used to make a trail across St. 
Louis bay, between Duluth and Supe- 
rior, Wis., crashed through the ice. 

Two fishing craft still were miss- 
ing off Portland, Maine, after a third, 
the Sunapee, reported safely, and the 
fourth, the Portland fishing schooner 
Benjamin Thompson, which was 
caught in Tuesday's blizzard, came 
into Boothbay Harbor, Maine, Thurs- 
day minus three of her crew, lost at 
sea. A coast guard ice tug cut 
through six miles of ice in Lake Mich- 
igan off Chicago, located a schooner 
missing two days with a crew of 
three,, and towed it to safety. 

A dozen cities reported finding bod- 
ies in the streets of victims who had 
died of exposure. 

Cold, hungry and near exhaustion, 
four men, who had been missing since 
they set out Tuesday from Baltimore 
in a 30-foot launch, were found early 
Thursday by a coast guard cutter off 
Poole’s Island, near the head of the 
Chesapeake bay. 

Snow storms which had reached 
a maximum of two feet in some sec- 
tions turned into flurries over the east- 
ern Great Lakes, and there were bliz- 
zards in the Adirondacks. Roads were 
piled high with drifts in some of the 
New England states. 

It was the coldest in three years in 
New York city, the minimum being 9 
above. It had risen to 29 above at 
3 p. m. Chicago had a high of 14 
above, but it began dropping as night 
approached. Weather forecasters said 
temperatures “more near to normal” 
might be expected in Chicago and most 
of the midwest tomorrow. 

Temperatures in the Canadian 
northwest ranged from 30 to 52 de- 
grees below zero, but more temperate 
weather was expected to follow rain 
on the Pacifie coast. 

A glance at the weather map showed 
the following representative tempera- 
tures: 16 below at St. Paul, Minn.; 
26 below at Upton. Mass.; 6 below 
at Albany, N. Y.; 30 below at Mont- 
pelier, Vt.

Tentative Code Strikes at 
Unfair.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—(P)— 
Proposed warehouse charges, varying 
for each type of leaf, and the classi- 
fication of unfair methods of competi- 
tion were contained in a code sub- 
mitted to the farm administration 
today by the tobacco warehouse in- 
dustry.

There were the legs that car- 
ried 200 pounds of Lajoie and 
195 pounds of Wagner through

There was also the amazing pair 
of legs that operated in the busy 
transportattion department of Ty 
Cobb’s 24 seasons. ; 

There were the slenderer under- 

pinnings of Max Carey, moving 

with much swiftness from base to 
base for some 19 seasons. 

And there are the proportionately 
slender legs and even slenderer ankles 
that have stood up under the big body 
bulk of Babe Ruth for 20 campaigns. 

From this selected list I offer the 
following all-time ranking in the mat- 
ter of baseball legs: 

1—Ty Cobb. 

2—Babe Ruth. 

3—Honus Wagner. 

4—Max Carey. 

5—Napoleon Lajoie.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—(”)—Armed 
with plans and advice for protecting 
their jops, members of the American 
Football Coaches’ Association headed 
for the scenes of all-star games or 
winter quarters today. 

The plan for fighting back at criti- 
cism characterized as unfair, which 
has cost many coaches their places, 
was suggested by D. O. (Tuss) Me- 
Laughry, of Brown University, chair- 
man of the committee on ways and 


means of making the association more 
beneficial to the members. The advice 
on how to make the coach’s position 
more secure, was dispensed by H. J. 
Stegeman, athletic director at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

McLaughry suggested that a com- 
mittee be appointed by the president 
to investigate any charges of unfair 
dismissal and to give the cases nation- 
wide, publicity. The committee will be 
named by Dana X. Bible, of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, who succeeds 
Daniel FE. McGugin, of Vanderbilt, 
as president. 

STEGEMAN TALKS. 

Stegeman gave six reasons why 
capable coaches fail to hang on to 
their jobs. He pointed out that 91 
coaches have moved in and out of 
two Southern conferences with a total 
membership of 23 colleges and univer- 
sities since 1922. The reasons he gave 
as being partly responsible were: 

The coaeh failed to mix with other 
members of the faculty; he added 
nothing to the life of his community 
except building a football team; he 
specialized on football to the exclu- 
sion of other sports; he failed to place 
himself at the disposal of the college 
administration; he developed temper- 
ament, becoming unbearable to even 
his best friends, in his seriousness over 
games; he was discourteous to news- 
papermen who, in retailiation, failed to 
support him. 

Hugo Bezdek, director of physical 
education and athletics at Pennsyl- 
vania State College, declared that sim- 
plicity is needed to keep football in 
its present position in the colleges and 
universities. He pointed out that 
many other extra curricular activities 
are growing in importance, and that 
football must not be made more com- 
plicated, if the student, with less time, 
is to continue to be interested in the 
game. : 

Bible also appointed a committee 
composed of Noble Kizer. of Purdue; 
Lou Little of Columbia; O. E. Holling- 
berry, of Washington State College, 
and W. A. Alexander of Georgia Tech, 
to sit with the rules committee at New 
York in February. The coaches will 
present suggestions for changes in the 
rules, to the committee.

Text of Roosevelt Speech 
Before Wilson Foundation 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—(?)— 
The text of President. . Roosevelt’s 
speech tonight before the Woodrow 
Wilson Foundation follows: 

“Comprehension must be the soil 
in which shall grow all. the fruits 
of friendship.” These words used by 
President Wilson in the Mobile speech 
in 1913, can well serve as a state- 
ment of policy by the government of 
the United States. That policy ap- 
plies equally to a comprehension of 
our internal problems and our inter- 
national relations: 

Woodrow Wilson was a_ teacher, 
and when he used the word “compre- 
hension” he meant it not in terms of 
the statesmen and political leaders 
and business executives and financial 
kings: he meant it rather in its ap- 
plication to the peoples of the worid 
who are constantly going to school 
to learn simple truths in order that 
they and their neighbors can live their 
lives more safely, more happily, more 
fully. 

In every continent and in every 
country Woodrow Wilson accelerated 
comprehension on the part of the peo- 
ple themselves. It is, I believe, true 
that the events of the past 10 months 
have caused a greater interest in gov- 
ernment, the problems of government, 
and the purposes of government than 
in any similar period in our history; 
aud vet this recent interest and com- 
prehension woukl have been impos- 
sible for the American people had they 
not had from Woodrow Wilson the 
original stimulus and the original un- 
derstanding of which he spoke 20 


Declaration Accepted. 

In that speech in Mobile, President 
Wilson first enunciated the definite 
statement “that the United States-will 
never avain seek one additional foot 
of territory by conquest.” ‘The Unit- 
ed States accepted that declaration of 
President Wilson went fur- 
ther, pointing out with special. refer- 
ence to our Latin-American neighbors 
that material interests must never be 
made superior to human liberty. 

Nevertheless and largely as a re- 
sult of the convulsion of the World 
its after effects, the com- 
plete fruition of that policy of un- 
selfishness has not in every case been 
obtained.

Our own country has reduced the im- 
mediate steps to this greatest of ob- 
jectives to practical and reasonable 
terme. 

I have said to every nation in the 
world something to this effect: 

1. Let every nation agree to elimi- 
nate over a short period of years, and 
by progressive steps, every weapon of 
offense in its possession and to create 
no additional weapons of offense. This 
does not guarantee a nation against in- 
vasion unless you implement it with 
the right to fortify its own border 
with permanent and non-mobile de- 
fenses; and also with the right 
assure itself through 
continuing inspection that its neigh- 
bors are not creating nor maintaining 
offensive weapons of war.

Felt Assured. 


I did not make this suggestion until 
I felt assured, after a hard-headed 
practical survey that the temper of 
the overwhelming majority of all men 
and women in my own country as well 
as those who make up the world’s 
population, subscribes to the funda- 
mental objective I have set forth and 
to the practical road to that objective. 

The political leaders of many of 
these peoples interpose and will inter- 
pose argument, excuse,  befogging 
amendment—yes, and even ridicule.

POLICE SEEK LINK 
IN SPY ACTIVITIES 


Americans Held in Paris, 
Finland, Believed in 
League by Officials. 


By The Associated Press. 

In Paris and Helsingfors, Finland, 
police sought clues Thursday regari- 
ing alleged spy rings in their respec- 
tive countries and tried to find any 
connection between them. 

The chief of the Fimsnish secret serv- 
ice expresed the belief that the ce- 
ported syndicates were branches of 
an international league. 

Two Americans are held on spy 
charges in each of the capitals. 

Mr. and Mrs. Robert Gordon Switz, 
of New Jersey, are under arrest in 
Paris. 

A mazgistrate’s investigation of a 
middle-aged Russian, Mme. Lidia 
Tehekaloff Stahl, whom authorities de- 
scribed as “the brains” of the Paris 
group, was said by police, however, 
to indicate no connection between her 
and the Switz couple. She denied she 
had anything to do with those arrest- 
ed in Finland. 

Mr. and Mrs. Arvid Jacobson, for- 
mer Michigan school teachers, were 
arrested last fall in Helsingfors with 
28 others and accused of selling se- 
crets to Russia. 

Finnish authorities announced they 
had evidence that spies were respon- 
sible for the poisoning last spring of 
four Finnish army technicians, one 
of whom died.

Is Dead, Court Rules 


LAKE CHARLES, La., Dee. 28.— 
(P)-—Taking a directly opposite view 
to the announced opinion of Attorney- 
General Gaston L. Porterie and the 
recent ruling of a district court at 
Monroe, District Judge Jerry Cline, 
in a formal decision today, held that 
“local option” on the question of prohi- 
bition no longer exists in Louisiana, 
and the old “blind tiger” act is no 
longer operative. 

The decision, in effect, declared 
that the state was without any liquor 


during the past 14 years, and that 
there is no “dry territory” under the 
pre-prohibition definition in Louisi- 
ana.

WANTED: FACTS ABOUT 
CROWS. 
The American Game _ Association 
has made the statement that crows 
on the increase everywhere, and 
endangering the waterfowl breéd- 
grounds. For this reason, say 


they, we must control the crow. For- 
tunately this organization has none 
of the snap judgment characteristic 
of such movements, but has asked 
that the facts of the case be studied 
and the work to be done be based on 
these facts. 

One of the important things in this*® 
study program is to determine their 
winter concentration areas of the 
crow flocks. During the breeding sea- 
son the crows are naturally scattered, 
but in the fall and winter, they con- 
gregate in large flocks, offering the 
control program workers a chance to 
make a real dent in their numbers if 
it seems advisable. 

For this reason I am asking that 
readers of this column havifig any 
information as to the location of the 
winter concentration points of crows 
communicate with me by mail, care of 
The Atlanta Constitution. Without in- 
tending this as a pun, we must de- 
termine whether or not the crow is 
as black as he is painted. If there are 
beneficial habits of the crow that 
counterbalance his fondness for bird 
eggs, and in some cases, for nestlings, 
we want to know it, so that the so- 
ealled “black marauder” will be given 
the benefit of the doubt.
